Dr. Mason said he believed the in 
proved status of educators was due if 
a large measure to the latter day 
tendency to merge education and in- 
dustry, much as is ilfustrated by the 
codperation of the packers and. the 
university in maintaining a specific 
course of packing trades economics.
